Mrs. Reinke strugsled with the negro, but 
he struck her in the face and made her un- 
conscious, 


Police Take Victim Home. 

Pedestrians heard the victtm’s moans after 
the negro had fled, and they went to her as- 
sistance. The police of the West Lake 
street station were notified, and they took 
her to her home, whére she is in a critical 
condition. 

Detectives searched the neighborhood for 
her assailant. A message with a descrip- 
tion of the negro was sent to all police sta- 
tions. He is described as follows: About 
38 years old, tall and slender. He wore a 
brown derby hat and a brown overcoat. 

Miss Rose Rhinebeck, employed at 422 Bast 
Forty-eighth street, was robbed of her pock- 
etbook containing a Christmas present of $10 
from her employer at Vincennes avenue and 
East Forty-fourth street. The girl fought 
the negro with all her strength and screamed, 
but he forced the bag from her grasp and 
made his escape before ald reached her. 


Hereley Residence Looted. 

The robbery of the Hereley residence oc- 
curred between 5 and 9 o'clock, while the 
family was at Wheaton at a Christmas party 
given by a brother-in-law, M. J. Nelson. 
The front doors of the residence were broken 
open by the thief, who worked boldly and 
evidently with the knowledge that members 
of the family were absent.

Newspaper Man Tells of Nar- 
row Escape from South 
American Savages. 


WAS BEING LED TO POT. 


San Francisco, Cal, Dec. 25.—Stories of 
perilous adventure in the jurngies of Brazil, 
which included a night escape from cannibals 
nine days after they had begun to fatten 
him for a tribal feast, were told teday by 
Guy de Villepion, newspaper correspondent 
and explorer, who arrived from Sydney. 

Two years ago De Villepion set out from 
San Francisco te explore the hidden portions 
of the countries of South America. From 
the mouth of the Orinoco river he planned 
to journey 3,000 Niles by water through Ven- 
ezuela, Brazil, and Argentina. 


Outfit Stolen; Nearly Starves. 

He started with a boatload of supplies, fire- 
arms, a camera, and a guide. Nine days 
after the start the guide stole his outfit and 
paddied away while he slept. 

Lost and almost helpless in the wilderness, 
the young explorer struggled through the 
forest on foot. Food gave out and he lived 
for days on wild herbs and small turtles, 
which he ate raw. 

On the third day he encountered a group 
of savage natives, whom he described as 
half monkeys. Their bodies were hairy and 
bent and coated with mud. They addressed 
him in a harsh guttural lingo and took him 
to their village. 


Fattened for Feast; Escapes. 

There he was put in a house in a treetop 
and before long he found that he was a pris- 
oner. The best food of the natives was 
served to him. After a week of luxurious 
fare De Villepion realized that the cannibals 
were planning to roast him for a feast. 

On the night of the feast, as they were 
about to put him in a kettle, he eluded them 
and escaped into the dense wilderness. Good 
fortune was with him and after several days 
of aimless marching he stumbled into a camp 
of Portuguese rubber planters.

CHEER AS THEY SIGHT NEW YORK 


New York, Dec. 25.—[Spectial.|—Tales of 
bravery at sea and of their long vigil in fear 
of death were told tonight by passengers 
of the steamer Turrlalba who arrived on the 
derelict destroyer Seneca, which had taken 
them off the vessel, stranded on the shoals 
off Atiantic City. 

The Turrtalba went aground in a terrifie 


_ snowstorm and heavy sea at 3:50 yesterday 


morning and the rescue vessel was unable 
to take off the passengers until this morning. 

Before they were taken off the passengers 
had seen a life saving brigantine which had 
been sent to their reseue smashed against the 
side of their vessel by a glant wave. The 
Ax men in it were rescued by membergof the 
Turrialba’s crew., 


Offer Up Prayers for Lives, 

One of the passengers told of @ prayer 
meeting in which all of the passengers par- 
ticipated when the peril seemed greatest. 

By a sort of general feeling, most of us 
met in the music room, which was the warm 
est room on the ship, and had prayers,” he 
said. ‘‘ Men and women got down on their 
knees and asked God to save our lives and 
bring us safe home. I know I prayed a good 
deal harder than I had ever dome In my 
Ute. 

„There was no singing of hymne end ne 
music. We simply prared, and then bade 
each other good-by 
women because they had the awful feeling 
that Christmas was a terrible time for one 
to lose his life.” 

The most vivid account of the twenty-four 
hours from daylight Tuesday morning:

Vessel Pounds on Shore. 
„We struck the shore about 3:50 Tuesday 
morning.“ said the inspector. It hack been

The helmsman threw the wheel over in an 
effort to get it off, but it struck again and 
then a third time the big ship shivered, more 
and more with each impact.

It rocked 
like a cradle every time the waves struck 
it, rising eight or ten feet in the stern and 
coming down with terrific forces. There was 
a decided Nat to starboaré also, so much that 
we had difficulty in walking along the pas- 
sageways.

The crew of thd 
Turrilba took their stations and rescued 
those in the boat. The lifesavers reassured 
us, telling us that the vessel would not sink. 
although it might take some water if the 
pounding continued and its seams were 
started. :

We sat up in the ladies’ 
salon trying to cheer each other up and 
looking forward expectantiy to daylight, 
when we were told we would be transferred. 
We didn’t have a chance to forget our pré- 
dicament, for every time the ship pounded 
and rolled furniture and sometimes indi- 
viduals would be hurled across the cabin. 

“Shortly after 7 o'clock we had a light 

‘breakfast of coffee and rolls and at day- 
break the work of transferring us was be- 
gun. By 10 o'clock it was finished. 

“First the women and children, then the 
men passengers, and finally the crew, the 
mail bags, and the passengers’ baggage were 
taken off in safety.“

FOUND ON VICTIM'S BODY. 


Widow Says Gold Searfpiece Did 
Not Belong to Her Hus- 
band.

A searfpin, of such 

pecullar design as to 
cling to memory, was found on the body of 
the murdered merchant by the police. A 
half-tone of it is here reproduced. The pin 
was loose. When the police picked Logue 
up it fell to the floor. The conclusion is 
drawn that the pin was torn from the scarf 
of a witness to that terrible combat when 
the victim was burned by acid, gagged, 
stabbed sixteen times, beaten, and shot. 


Scarfpin Clew to Slayer? 

The police, flushed by their raid on the Clif- 
ton avenue flat in which they caught a for- 
mer convict and his suspicious companions, 
on the night of the murder, at first paid lit- 
tle attention to this small bit of evidence. 
Later they were misied by the romances 
regarding the “‘ mysterious blonde woman.” 

They ran all dreame and theories 
down. Today they confess they are “ up 
against it.” It has been difficult to get an 
accurate description of the pin. It is now 
locked in the vault of che coroner's office. 


Not Husband’s, Says Widow.: 

When Mrs. Logue first was asked about 
the pin the night of the crime she said it be- 
longed to her husband. Yesterday she was 
shown a photograph of the article and ques- 
tioned further. She said the pin did not be- 
long to her husband. 

I have never seen that before,” she said. 
„ have seen most everything he owned. 
IT belleve that belonged to the murderer. I 
was so excited before that I did not know 
what Iwas saying or what I was being asked. 
Here is the tie my husband wore the day 
he was killed. There are no pin holes in 
.“ 

The pin has a gold background. In the 
center, surrounded by a raised rim of gold, 
is a reproduction in enamel of a swimming 
duck. The enamel! is a dark gray, but ap- 
parently it once was white. The eye is formed 
of a small red stone. In the wing is a tiny 
white stone that might be a diamond or an 
imitation. There are four other «mal! stones 
in the breast. The shank ts two and a half 
inches long. 


New Evidence Expected Today. 

New evidence which may shed light on the 
mystery is expected to develop this morning, 
when an inventory of the jJeweler’s stock and 
books is made. 

“A friend who perhaps was the most m- 
timate acquaintance of Mr. Logue, will as- 
sist us in the inventory.“ Mrs. Logue said. 
“I don’t recall the man’s name, but he has 


years, and he said Mr. Logue had told him 
about everything he had in the office a few 
days before the murder. 

He was in the habit of dropping into Mr. 
Logue's office and visiting with him and he 
became well acquainted with his business 
methods. That man said that everything 
Mr. Logue had will be shown on his books.

DRINK CRAZED MAN WOUNDS

John Belder of Taylorville, III., Battles 
Relatives and Police—He and Mother- 
in-Law May Die. 


Taylorville, III., Dec. 25.—A Christmas wed- 
ding ceremony today was converted into a 
tragedy and two persons are at the point of 
death. 

John Belder, a carpenter, to avenge some 
grievance he is said to have entertained 
against his wife, shot his mother-in-law, Mrs.

Belder again appeared at the door and re- 
opened fire on the officers. Deputy Davis re- 
taliated with a shotgun and Ceaf fired again 
with his revolver. One of the bullets fired 
during this part of the fight is believed to 
have been the one that took effect.

CHRISTMAS FEAST 


Vaudeville and Concert En- 
liven Bridewell and County 
Jail; Fun Spreads. 


BIG MEAL AT HOSPITALS. 


Patients. Eat Turkey and Good 
Cheer Prevails in All In- 
stitutions. 


Inmates of Cook county public institu- 
tlons—the prisons, the hospitals, and the asy- 
lums—celebrated Christmas yesterday with 
quite as much cheerfulness as was manifest- 
ed elsewhere. 

A happy gift of abstraction seemed to en- 
able even the men in the county, jail doomed 
to long periods of hard labor in the state 
prisons to forget the woes of the future in 
the pleasures of the present. 

No audience in the downtown theaters ap- 
plauded more vigorously or gave more evi- 
dences of enjoyment than the crowd that 
gathered in the county jail to witness the 
vaudeville entertainment that was per- 
formed there. No throng of music lovers 
in the city’s concert halls exhibited more 
appreciation than the assemblage of pris- 
oners that Mstened to the Chicago band at 
the bridewell. 


Hospital Patients Eat Big Meals. 

Everybody bad a good dinner. Even at the 
hospitals an astonishing quantity of provi- 
sions was consumed. For instance, at the 
county hospital the prisoners ate: 
830 boxes oranges, 1,607 pounds turkey, 
700 pounds mixed nuts, 700 pounds duck, 
700 pounds candy, .006 pounds chicken, 
25 bunches bananas, dozen celery, 
122 kegs grapes, 40 boxes lettuce, 
Plum pudding, Sweet potatoes, 
Fruit cake, Mashed potatoes, 
Mince pies, Cranberries, 
800 boxes raisins, 30 barrels apples. 


William Weil, conductor of the Chicago 
band, had arranged a carefully selected pro- 
gram for the bridewell prisoners. That his 
music proved acceptable was evidenced by 
the reception accorded each piece. 

The second number, Rossini’s Overture 
from “ William Tell,” was heartily encored, 
as was the next number. in response to the 
encores the band played a popular rag, fol- 
lowed by a sand dance, and the audience 
went wild. 

In the centre of the room, his mouth wide 
open, and his eyes shining with joy, sat a 
negro boy. As the rag reached that strain 
so popular with every music lover, he could 
hardly restrain himself. Turning to the 
man who sat next to him he whispered in 
a voice perfectly audible in the gallery: 
“Lawdy, boy, but Ah could step to that 
shuffle.“

Mr. Miller was summing up the case for

The case probably will go to the jury within 
thirty-six hours. At the close of all argu- 
ment, tomorrow night or on Fridey morning, 
Federal Judge Albert B. Anderson will in- 
struct the jury. It is understood the court's 
outline of the law as to what testimony shall 
be applied to certain defendants will require 
about an hour. 

‘The jury will be asked to return a separate 
It is composed 
@ntirely of farmers or merchants from rural 
districts of Indiana. 

Senator Kern Target of Attack. 

Senator Kern, who had argued before the 
jury for the defense, was the target of the 
district attorney's denunciation during the 
latter's speech. 

Senator Kern has said in the e the 
won workers union against open shop con- 
tractors it would not have been to the advan- 
tage of those men to blow up jobs,“ said Mr. 
Miller. Senator Kern said the jobs were 
those of the steel trust and it would not hurt 
the steel trust, with its millions, to damage 
its property. 

Think of a United States senator making 
a statement like that in a court of justice. 
How much money does it take to induce a 
United States senator to make statements 
like that? 

Mr. Miller at another place in his speech 
scored what he termed the impudence of the 
defendants and their defiance of the courts. 

“With a United States senator as coun- 
sel, he said, these defendants, a month 
after this trial began, published in the union 
magazine an article calling the trial a farce. 
They described a trial in the federal court as 
afarce. Listen to this, After referring to the 
indictment of these men, they published this:

im which the steel trust masquerades as the 
‘government.’ 


“ Yet when I offered to give twenty min- 
utes of my time so that any of these lawyers 
might get up and say two of their clients were 
not guilty, no one responded. Not a lawyer 
dared to say two of the defendants were in- 
nocent.”’ 

Christmas Explosion Mentioned. 

Once only was Christmas mentioned be- 
fore the jury. That was when District At- 
torney Miller referred to an explosion which

‘@efencant, twenty-five of which provide a 


maximum penalty of eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment and one which provides a max- 
imum imprisonment of two years. The gov- 
ernment contends that the penalties for the 
offenses charged are cumulative in the dis- 
cretion of the court—or a total possible pen- 
alty of thirty-nine and one-half yearg, 

The decision of the jury will wind up one 
of the most important trials of this sort ever 
started by the government. The defendants 
at first forty-five in number, all of them prom- 
inent as labor leaders, were brought here 
from every section of the country three 
months ago for the first hearing.

Harding and Wheeler Accuse 
Negro in Campbell Sensation. 


DEMAND CASES BE REOPENED 


Todd’s Confession of Testifying False- 
ly Against Postmaster Pleases. 


Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell was not 
the only man in Chicago to rejoice when 
William E. Todd, the negro who was the 
chief witness of the Civil Service Reform as- 
sociation, admitted the testimony which he 
had given against the postmaster was per- 
jury. Todd has been on the witness stand 
before. 

The negro was one of the witnesses in the 
investigation which resulted in the dismissal 
from the police force of former Capt. P. J. 
Harding, former Inspector Wheeler, and 
three lieutenants. Harding yesterday said 
he and all the other men against whom 
Todd had testified were driven from their 
posts by a professional perjurer. 

Attorney W. W. Wheelock, counsel for the 
ci service commission at the time the 
police officials were dismissed, did not agree 
with Harding. 7 

Harding Aseails Todd. 

„Inspector Wheeler and myself and three 
lieutenants were dismissed from the police 
department mainly on the charges made by 
Todd,“ said former Capt. Harding. Todd 
is a professional perjurer.. At our trial last 
January we had fifteen witnesses to testify 
the negro was not telling the truth. He will 
ruin any man’s character for money. He 
always is ready to testify against any man 
in public office. He should be in jail, and 1 
will help to put him there. 

“IT am glad he has at last appeared in his 
true colors and by his own admission. Here 
he swears that Campbell gave money to a 


negro Republican club in his ward and then. 


admits he was lying. Now it is our turn to 
show he was lying in our case. We'll do it.“ 

Todd was an investigator for the city civil 
service commission during its investigation 
of the police department a year ago. At the 
time Todd appeared as a witness he was at- 
tacked by the police defense and efforts were 
made to impeach his testimony. 


Held Other Evidence Sufficient. 

The commission's attorneys held then in 
commenting upon the negro’s testimony that 
the cases against the policemen affected by 
his testimony were sufficiently strong to 
‘warrant the findings without his evidence. 

We did find discrepancies in some of 
Todd's reports on the police,“ said Mr. 
Wheelock last night, “ but it seemed chiefly 
due to his illiteracy and his carelessness. 
We checked up on al! teh investigators’ re- 
ports with other men. As I remember it the 
chief failure of Todd was to get street num- 
bers exact. 

“ His testimony in all of the cases in which 
he testified was merely cumulative and 
whether or not it was true, there was plenty 
of other evidence to convict the policemen 
who were thrown out by the commission. Not 
a single man was found guilty on the negro's 
evidence unsupported.”’

000, 0 and reimbursing the fed - 
eral government to the extent of more than 
$5,000,000. 

The government's ultimatum transmitted 
for the attorney general by William R. Harr 
tells the story ot the eee and is as 
follows: 

I am in receipt of a communication from 
the war department ‘calling my attention to 
the condition of the Illinole and Michigan 
canal and suggesting that some action be 
taken to enforce the government's rights 
therein. From this communication it appears 
the canal was constructed in pursuance of an 
act of congress approved March 2, 1827, which 
made a grant of land to ald the state in said 
work and provided that when completed the 
canal should be and forever remain a public 
highway for the use of the United States and 
of all persons in their service. 


Refers to Abandonment Outlook. 

“Tt is further stated that owing to legal 
complications etising from a decision of the 
Supreme, court of Illinois, there are not 
sufficient funds of the state available to keep 
the canal in condition as a public highway, 
that it is greatly deteriorated, and that. un- 
less some action is taken by the state within 
the immediate future, it will have to be 
abanconed. 

It would appear that, by the acceptance 
of the said land grant together with the 
enjoyment of the proceeds of the sale of a 
considerable portion of the land, the state 
assumed a contractual obligation to the 
United States to maintain the canal as « 
public highway for the use of the United 
States which would be violated if the canal 
be allowed to become unfit for use or be 
abandoned. 


U. S. to Enforce Action. 
“ If, therefore, the facts I have stated above 


be correct, it would seem to be a proper 


case for some action by the United States 
to enforce the performance of the contract 
or to recover the consideration given. 

“With this in view, I write you to learn 
whether my understanding of the situation 
is correct and whether there is a possibility 
of an adjustment of the matter without the 
necessity of legal proceedings on the part 
of the government.“ 

Another letter covering the same subject 
matter, written by Mr. Wickersham himself, 
points out that the document granting the

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HAS PLAN TO STOP 
BUILDING WRONGS 


Ald, Thomson Wants Council 
to Adopt Firm Policy in 
Passing on Orders, 


THINKS ABUSE LESSENING 


But Asserts Departments Fail to 
Co-operate with Commit- 
teemen. 


The vicious wholesale practice of passing 
council building violation orders can be 
stopped, according to Ald. Charles Thom- 
gon, head of the council building committee, 
if the aldermen will only adopt a firm, yig- 
orous policy. 

The alderman yesterday commented on 

the special council order figures by Tue 
Tarsunze., He said the abuse had greatly 
diminished in the last year. Btatistics show 
#pecial council orders still are being passed 
at the rate of 1,200 a year. 
But there is room for vast improvement 
vet, the alderman said. “I introduced an 
ordinance some time ago to amend the build - 
ing code in a way, I believe, that would have 
checked it to a greater extent. My meas- 
ure provided no special council order legally 
could be passed unless it had been referred 
to the building committee and recommended 
by a vote on roll call. of two-thirds of the 
members present. The recommendation had 
to be based on a report and a recommenda- 
tion dy the dulleing or health department, 
as the case might be. 


Killed by Corporation Counsel. 

“The ordinance was sent to the judiciary 
committee and was recommended for passage 
on condition that it first be passed on by 
the corporation counsel. The corporation 
counsel’s opinion was adverse because he 
held, I believe, the ordinance changed the 
council rule regarding the recommendation 


of an ordinance by a majority vote of a com- 


mittee, But some similar measure could be 
passed which would help end the trouble, I 
believe, 

It the building and health departments to 
which these specia) orders are referred when 
introduced in the council would make a rec- 
ommendation in their report to, the building 
committee, it would be of much assistance, 
I don't believe there is a single case in which 
the building committee ever has gone over 
the head of a building department recom- 
mendation on a question of construction. 


Refuses to Co-operate. 
“The trouble ts the building department 


as @ rule will not make any recommenda- 


tion. We've often asked when reports on 
an order came down to us if it would be 
Proper to allow a violation, and the reply 
usually is: ‘We're not saying anything; it 
is up to you.’ The aldermen are not techni- 
cal men and the building department or the 
health department should recommend what 
action to take. 

Another thing I have spoken to the bulld- 
ing department about is the practice of tell- 
ing persons who come in there that they may 
be able to get their plans changed or viola- 
tions allowed through special council orders. 


Not a few persons get the special council 


ordea idea direct from the bullding depart- 
ment, and I have asked the plan examinérs 
there not to give out such advice. The prop- 
erty owners who ask for these violations come 
to look on these council orders as mere for- 
malities. 


Thinks Orders 50 Per Cent Less, 


“I believe I Sate ean say, however, the 
special council orders have decreased 50 per 
cent in quality, if not in quantity, in the 
last year. I believe there havé been only 
three or four serious violations of the build - 
ing code allowed by council orders, bat that 
ig too many, and there is no good reason 


for allowing so many minor violations. — 


“ When I became chairman of the commit- 
tee we made several new rules which have 
helped to prevent serious violations. First 
we took the stand all such council orders 
would have to be referred to the building 
committee. This has been done. Then we 
agreed our committee would act on no orders 
until we had received written reports on 
each specific oase from the building and 
health departments. We have adhered 
strictly to this rule, 


Another Helpful Rule. 

Recently we have adopted another rule 
which helps out. Wherever a property 
owner hae obtained a permit to do certain 
work, then proceeds to disregard the terms 
of the permit and asks for a counel] order 
to legalize his violation, we have decided to 
disregard such an order. For instance, if a 
man gets a permit to divide a space into two 
rooms and then divides it into three rooms 
in violation of the code, we will not consider 
an order to give him the privilege of oooupy- 


| ing the three rooms. Such orders, after in- 


vestigation, are placed on file and are not 
recommended by the committee. 

Ot course, no matter how carefully a 
building ordinance may be worked out, one 
cannot be drafted so perfect as to cover all 
probleme of building construction. We, 
therefore, always will have some epecial 
council orders. But many of them are 
vicious @nd allow owners to do something 
they shouldn't do and shouldn't want to do. 


Tells of Excusable Violation. 

“A sample of one violation thet should be 
allowed came before us recently. There is a 
rule that every apartment must have a bath- 
com opening off a general hall, so acess 
may be gained without passing through an- 
other room. In the cage I have in mind—a 
new apartment building—there wae a bath 
tor each bedroom, but the technical violation 
was that there was none off the general hall. 

That was a violation order recommended, 
of course, by the health department, to which 
the order went for a written report.“ 


‘VACUUM’ BUYERS 
WARNED BY HOYNE. 


State’s Attorney Fears Many 
Persons Will Find Wash- 
ers on Their Hands, 


INQUIRES INTO SELLING. 


No Formal Complaint, He Says, 
but He Welcomes Campaign 
of Publicity. 


Let the buyer beware!” 

This was the warning issued by State's At- 
torney Hoyne yesterday after the selling 
scheme of the Domestic Utilities Manufac- 
turing company of Los Angeles was ex- 
plained to him. Further comments indicated 
his belief that in the end a number of people 
would find themselves with a lot of vacuum 
clothes washers on hand. 

Though Mr. Hoyne has received no formal 
complaints from persons who have invested, 
he has made a preliminary investigation of 
the “selling proposition,” and said a good 
publicity campaigin by Tum TrIsUNE met 
with his hearty approval. He stated his in- 
tention of having a stenographer attend the 
demonstration lectures of some of the 
agents to see just exactly what representa- 
tions are belng made. 

According to Mr. Hoyne, the promoters of 
the enterprise might be immune from crim- 
inal prosecution through their carefully 
worded contract, and he said he believed that 
most of the misleading was being done by en- 
thusiastic agents, who were anxious to un- 
joad their purchases on somebody else. 


Fears Harm to Honest Agents. 

He pointed out that much harm was liable 
to be done to persons who quit good paying 
positions to take up agencies for the washer, 
and te those who converted their homes 
into cash for the purpose of becoming owners 
of the $5,000 trunk lines.” 

Mr. Hoyne was much interested in a re- 
cent financial report made by Edwin R. 
Crooker, president of the company. In this 
report Mr, Orooker claims @ monthly busi- 
ness 0f%45,000 and a monthly expense account 
of $22,000, Besides the washers the company 
sells à portable oven and a suds maker. This 
report, the state’s attorney intimated, was 
quite modest in comparison with the ex- 
travagant statements made by the demon- 
strators.

The policeman 
takes what the taxpayer pays him to induce 
the taxpayer's trustee, the alderman, to 
compel the taxpayer to pay the policeman 
more. 

This refers, of course, to the corrupt po- 
liceman and not to the faithful man on the 
force, the man of the great majority, whose 
interest lies only in loyal service and who 
will be as glad as the citizen when the cor- 
ruptionist is swept out. Both should codp- 
erate against this corruptionist. 


THE CABINET IN CONGRESS, 

There will be a growing insistence ia this 
country for cabinet representation in con- 
gress, because this, the method of important 
parliamentary bodies other than American, 
is superior to our own. 

It probably never will follow that we shall 
bavé a ministry dependent on the success of 
us policies in congress for its existence asa 
government, and the demand for a more inti- 
mate relationship between government and 
legislature is not headed in that direction. 

It seeks merely a recognition of the voice 
of the administration in legislation and, run- 
ning into that fine old “ fundamental the 
sacredness of the separate functions of gov- 
ernment—earns the opposition of such men 
as Champ Clark. 

If cabinet officers had a seat and a voice 
without vote—in congress, there would be 
an increased embarrassment to the kind of 
politics that governs much congressional ac. 
tion. 

A department head able to advance de- 
partment policies by personal appearance in 


congress could not be ignored or put aside, as 


he may be so long as he must address both 
the legislature and the public from his desk 
or on infrequent occasions from the plat- 
form. 

The desire of congress is to avoid contact, 
but gradually it will become the will of the 
country that there shall be a free expression 


of administrative policies in the processes 


of legislation, and that if these policies are 
defeated it shall be after they have been 
through a fair field. 


“GLOOMING.” 

The process of “ glooming was described 
the other day by a witness in a suit brought 
by the government against a corporation 
charged with operating in restraint of trade. 
The witness had been through the process. 
The gloomroom maintained by the corpora- 
tion contained exhibits representing defunct 
rivals—machines which other companies had 
endeavored to market against the competi- 
tion of the successful and dominating cor- 
poration. 

. Any gentleman having a notion to puta ma- 
chine on sale and fight the corporation might, 
if he wished, have a look at the vestiges of 
endeavors in that direction which had pre- 
ceded his. The exhibit was funereal and 
calculated to give any ambitious manufac- 
turer pause for thought. He might draw his 
own inferences. It is to be assumed that 
the guide was courteous, indifferent to the 
emotions of the observer, and merely solic- 
itous that nothing of interest in the exhibi- 
tion should be missed. 

If the gentleman desired to break a lance 
it was his privilege, but observe yonder frag- 
ments. A very gallaut man once held intact 
what now may be seen in pieces. He was 
gallant, but—shall we say ?—injudicious. 

We might, to some profit, set up a public 
service gloomroom. Do gentlemen entering 
the legislature wish to be gloomed? Observe 
the exhibit of broken politicians whose dis- 
honest money enabled them to lose their 
health, self-respect, and reputation. Con- 
gressional? This way, please. The exhibit 
to your right was important in his day. He 
was a trifle unresponsive. He had an idea 
that if he cried with emotion when he men- 
tioned the free institutions of this great and 
glorious country the grateful votes of his 
constituents would continue to reward him. 
Political? The pathetic group to the left 
represent some notables. Observe that the 
sculptor presents them with their eyes shut. 

Here we have an exhibit of a public sery- 
ice corporation which once thought ineffi- 
ma tisfactory to the public and profit- 


to it. Hereisatragic bit. It represents : 


A building code that can be evaded by a 
petty pull is worse than none. It is less a 
protection than a menace. It is a benefit to 
the politician and a profit to the corrupt 
official and a peril to the conscientious and 
the innocent. 

The disclosure in yesterday's TrisuNneE of 
the extent of evasion by special counci) order 
should raise public opinion to the boiling 
point. The situation is thoroughly vicious, 
and would be even worse had not Ald. Thom- 
son and some others kept up a persistent 
opposition to the evil. The community owes 
them thanks, and it owes itself such a rous- 
ing protest as will compel the council to re- 
form its practice drastically. 

Recommendations for reform have been 
made by the civil service commission, but in 
the opinion of Tux Trreune they are not as 
strict as they should be. Months of expert 
consideration were given to the present build- 
ing code, and exceptions should be permitted 
only where occasion has been made clear. 
It is conceded that no code can cover all 
cases, and that it is undesirable to enforce 
the law so rigidly as to cause unnecessary 
hardship. .But practice under the influence 
of pull has swung to the opposite extreme 
and should be tightened firmly. 

The two objects to be sought in reformed 
practice are publicity and responsibility. 
Neither is now properly provided for. In 
the future no permit for evasion should be 
given without first being approved in writing 
by the Building commissioner, who should 
make a statement in writing describing the 
nature of the violation comprehensibly to 
the layman and stating whether or not it 
menaces life or adjoining property. The 
permit should be required then to receive an 
affirmative vote of four-fifths of the building 
committee, that is, twelve votes, upon roll 
call. 

It would be advisable, also, to provide for 
an annual statement of all violations voted 
during the year with the roll call record of 
votes thereon, as in the case of the record 
on attendance at council meetings now pro- 
vided for. 

It is intolerable that the present loose sys- 
tem should go on. The square deal to the 
public and to honest owners and honest offi- 
clals requires that it be abolished without 
delay and that a strictly public and responsi- 
ble practice be substituted for it. 


_ THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 

The administration has shown a just and 
sensible restraint in its handling of the 
Mexican situation, Exhorted to assume 
the costly burden of intervention by fire 
eating borderers and by gentlemen who are 
quite willing that their private foreign in- 
vestments should be insured at the cost of a 
war and the blood and treasure of the whole 
people, the president and Secretary Knox 
have refused to be hectored out of their 
well considered policy. 


This should not be construed by Mexicans, 3 


however, as earnest of indifference. The 
persistence of revolt in our neighboring re- 


public places us in an embarrassing position 


and may force our hand in the end. A eiy- 
ilized people owe it to civilization not to 
permit the long continuance of such condi- 
tions as prevail in Mexico. The rebels now 
operating are flying bands, not forces sup- 
ported by a people in wide and intelligent 
revolt, and it is fair to ask the constituted 
government of Mexico to draw upon its re- 
sources to the uttermost to restore tran- 
quillity. No progress, no prosperity, no 
true development of free institutions can be 
hoped for if conditions as at present re- 
ported continue. The rebels are not op- 
erating in remote fastnesses, but in the best 
part of Mexico, within sight, almost, of 
Chapultepec. This is very near anarchy.

INFANT MORTALITY. 

HE infant mortality is now recognized 
* as the best measure of civilization. 
The word civilization is used here 
as including both its humanity and 
its civic sense. Typhoid fever was 
the yardstick once employed, but to fight 
typhoid you have to fight only bad water 
and milk and flies and to take care of a few 
hundred people a year. To fight infant mor- 
tality all of these things must be done and 
many things beside. Therefore, infant mor- 
tality is a far better measure of the com- 

munity conscience than typhoid. 

Infant mortality rates range from 260 for 
each 1,000 babies born to a rate of 70. The 
United States stands about midway between 
the best and the worst. Chicago is a little 
below the average for the country at large 
and a little above that of the cities. While 
it is in the city that the highest rates are 
found and the country babies are far safer 
than those of the city, nevertheless the coun- 
try baby could be made much safer than it 
now is. 

The work of saving the babies in Chicago 
is carried on by the health department and 
the Infant Welfare society. These are the 
captains. Such organizations as the Visit- 
ing Nurses, the United Charities, the He- 
brew Charities, the Catholic Charities, and 
the various hospitals and dispensaries are 
the lesser officers and privates in the war- 
fare. 

I do not suppose anyone acquainted with 
American government—always presbyopic 
—expects it to furnish, in a governmental 
way, all of the relief or prevention made 
necessary by our community sins. There- 
fore, the need of the Infant Welfare society. 
Not a luxury, but a necessity. It is the 
meat and bread and the good fighting fists 
of the Community body.

The Infant Welfare society of Chicago 
for several years has been doing a lot of 
good work on mighty scant capital. If you 
want to understand the machinery of such 
work as well as its need read Infant 
Mortality and Milk Stations, 1912,” by the 
New York milk committee. If you do you 
will find there a comparative statement of 
the methods of accomplishments of the Chi- 
cago commission alongside those of other 
cities. 

During the last few years especially the 
Chicago commission has had as its central 
thonght the idea embodied in the last of the 
** Conclusions of the New York Commit- 
tee. * 

“Me milk station should be made a 


place where mothers will come with their 


troubles. The nurse should be prepared to 
know what to advise. If she shows good 
judgment she will win the confidence and 
friendship of the mother.“ 

The Infant Welfare society dispenses 
some milk, ice, and other necessities. That, 
however, is recognized only as a means of 
promoting the hygiene and sanitation serv- 
ices of the commission. About 50,000 babies 
are born in Chicago each year. Several 
thousand need help. The Infant Welfare 
society supplies it, which means that the 
Infant Welfare society needs help. 


CONQUERING TUBERCULOSIS. 

Has Been writes: My experience may 
help some one. Because of my weakened con- 
dition, languor, fatigue, etc., my physician 
became suspicious of tuberculosis. In the 
meantime I was operated on for fistula and 
a honeycombed condition was discovered. 
As soon as I recovered from the operation 
I was put on a diet of eggs, milk, and other 
nutritious foods and was sent to the country 
to gain strength. As soon as that was done 
I took the tuberculin test. Temperature re- 
sulted. Then began my treatment. I slept 
every night on the back porch. I ate fruit, 
eges, bacon, cereal and toast for breakfast 
(milk always), but no tea, no coffee. At 
10:80 a. m. I took malted milk with or with- 
out egg, but no sirup or favoring. I ate eggs, 
fruit, and milk for lunch and had malted milk 
at 8 or thereabouts. I ate meat, pork, beef, 
or anything I cared for at dinner, with plen- 
ty of vegetables and milk. I took one tuber- 
culin treatment each week on Saturday be- 
cause I work and could lie in bed Sundays. 
The only medicine I have taken is cod liver 
oll emulsion and cascara at bedtime. I lost 
five pounds at first from the effects of the 
tuberculin. It affected me terribly; sore- 
ness in legs, arms, and back, and so ill! but 
I lost only four days from my work, which is 
partly outdoor work, and was on duty during 
the worst weather of last winter. 

“After seventeen months’ treatment I 
now weigh 135 pounds, but still keep up the 
tuberculin treatment and the course laid 
out by my doctor, except I allow myself an 
occasional evening for recreation and never 
o to bed earlier than 9:30 p. m. Ihave good 
color and no one would believe I was a 
tubercular patient. I do not tire quickly and 
really enjoy life and living, which I surely did 
not before my doctor discovered what was the 
trouble. 

J read in the paper of the fresh air rest 
cure. Fora working person that sounds any- 
thing but hopeful. I worked hard, but made 
the most of my rest time and always slept in 
the fresh air, dressed myself sensibly, and 
I did not worry. I believe a person must 
have confidence in the doctor and then not 
worry; leave it to him. 

I wish I could call out from the housetops 
what tuberculin, together with sens?fble ad- 
vice from my doctor, has done for me. The 
doctor says that if there were more patients 
like myself there would be fewer poor doc- 
tors, as many patients do not follow a doc- 
tor’s advice and show no consideration for 
him. I won't say it was all smooth sailing. 
I suffered a lot and many a morning the bed 
would have seemed the best place for me, 
but I invariably came back better than wheh 
I left home in the morning. To publish my 
name would hurt me in my work, as no one 
has a suspicion of what my trouble has been, 
and you may be sure I am as careful of others 
as I have been of myself, but I have my living 
to make. I believe I am cured.“

IR ALEXANDER NAPIER of Napier, 

whose impending marriage to Misa 

Ashurst Morris, granddaughter of the 

late Sir Richard Puleston, who was so 

well known in this country, has just 

been announced, is an officer of the Grenadier 

guards, and was A. D. C. to Lord Dudley 

when the latter was governor general of 
Australia. 

He is the head of the junior branch of that 
great Scotch house of Napier. which has for 
its chief Lord Napier of Ettrick, and has a 
Canadian stepmother. 

His father, the late Sir Archibald Napier, 
after divorcing his first wife, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Fairbairn, married Charlotte, the 
only daughter of Henry William Austin of 
Montreal, chief justice of the Bahamas. 

The patronymic is said to be derived from 
an expression of David II. of Scotland, who 
at the close of a battle, in complimenting the 
Lennox men, led by Donald, second son of the 
Earl of Lennox, declared that they had all 
done valiantly, but that there was one of 
them—namely: their chief, who had “ nae 
mer (no peer). 

It was from this Donald, second son of the 
Ear! of Lennox, and thus invested by King 
David with the surname of Napier, that the 
Napiers take their descent. 

The Napiers are anmumerous family and in- 
clude, besides Lord Napier of Ettrick, an- 
other peer—namely: Lord Napier of Magdala. 
Then there is a Sir William Lennox Napier, 
who is indebted for his baronetcy to the fact 
that his grandfather, Sir Joseph Napier, was 

‘lord chancellor of Ireland.

Sir Alexander Napier’s' baronetcy is far 

older, having been created by King James in 

1626—that is to say, nearly 300 years ago. 

The best known of his branch of the family 
was John Napier of Merchiston, the inventor 
of logarithms, who flourished in the reign 
of Mary, Queen of Scots. 

The ancient castle of Merchiston is now 
used as a public school, and the first editions of 
the works of this inventor of logarithms are 
preserved in the IWrary of Thirlstane, the 
beautiful ancestral home of Lord Napier of 
Ettrick, in Selkirkshire. 

Lord Napier, prior to his accession to the 
title, epent a number of years at Washington 
as secretary of the British legation there, 
being known as the Master of Napier, and 
nis father, the late Lord Napler of Ettrick, 
some fifteen or twenty years previously was 
British envoy to the United States through- 
out a considerable period. 


— 
Thirlstane lies in the heart of the country 
of border minstrelsy. It is the country 


in her wild ride to join her lover, Lord Both- 
well. There are the lands of Doleraine,” 
which Sir Wiliam, the dauntless knight of 
the Lay.“ would have giv en if Dark Mus- 
grave were alive again.” 

Thirlstane bas been the scene of many a 
bit of drama and tragedy in the history of 
Scotland, and contains many wonderful relics 
of every description, not among the least of 
which are the cap, shirt, and hose worn on 
the day of his execution by the great Mont- 
rose, and bequeathed by him to his favorite 
niece, y Napier. 

Lady Napier, it may be remembered, after 
the body of the marquis had been dismem- 
bered. in accordance with the terms of the 
gentence, under circumstances of the creat- 
est indignity at Edinburgh, caused the head- 
less, legless, armless trunk to be carefully 
embalmed (it is now entombed in St. Gilee’’ 
cathedral), after having caused the heart to 
be removed from it, in accordance with the 
solémn promise exacted from her by the 
marquis a day or two before his death. 

The heart, also embalmed. she had encloséd 
in a little steel case, made with the blade of 
her hero’s sword, and had that placed in 
turn in a fine gold filigree box..which had 
belonged to her kinsman, the inventor of 
logarithms.

Prince John Sapieha, whose long suit for 
the hand of Mrs. David D. Batchelder of 
New York and Paris, a wealthy American 
widow, has just been ended by her marriage 
in Paris to the French Comte de Bois-Lucy, 
is well known in this country, especially in 
New York, where he was engaged for several 
years in the banking business, devoting his 
attention more especially to the financial! in- 
terests of the Poles who had emigrated to va- 
rious portions of the United States, especial 
ly to the mining districts, from the Polish 
provinces of Austria, Russia, and Germany. 

Prince John is a cavalry officer on the re- 
tired list of the Austrian army and a cham- 
berlain of Emperor Francis Joseph; and, 
while he himself belongs to the court circle 
at Vienna, Mrs. Batchelder, had she married 
him, would have been excluded therefrom, 
owing to her being barred from presentation 
at court. 


The reason for this exclusion is that by her 


marriage she would have become an Austrian 
subject, and as such aménable to the strin- 
gent rules, exacting exclusively noble an- 
cestors and ancestresses for several genera- 
tions back as an indispensable qualification 
for the honor of presentation. 

Let me add that not one of the American 
women who have becomte the wives of Aus- 
trians or Hungarians of rank has ever been 
admitted, since her marriage, to the court of 
Vienna.

Prince John’s father, Prince Adam, was 
one of the leaders of the Polish revolution 
against Russia in 1863, was captured, and 
while in prison awaiting trial and probable 
execution, managed to effect his escape from 
Warsaw disguised as a woman, and to reach 
Paris, where he was received as a welcome 
guest at the Tuileries, and enjoyed for a time 
the particular favor of Napoleon III., who 
believed that, by fomenting Polish national 
aspirations in the western provinces of the 
ezar, he could exercise pressure upon the 
Russian government. 

Prince Adam, however, finding that Napo- 
leon had no real intention ot helping the 
Poles, and that he was indffferent to their 
aspirations, save in so far as they could be 
used in furthering the interests of French 
diplomacy, quitted Paris and settled in the 
Polish provinces of Austria, where he owned 
large estates, becoming in course of time a 
member of the Galician diet, as well as of the 
Austrian house of lords. 

Besides, Emperor Francis Joseph conferred 
upon him the Order of the Golden Fleece, 
and the dignity of a privy councilor. 

He lost a considerable portion of his for- 
tune some twenty years ago through the col. 
lapse of the so-called Credit Bank of Ga- 
licila at Cracow, and, as he had no less than 
seven children, it is not astonishing that 
Prince John, who is his youngest son but one. 
should have found it necessary to work for a 
living In this country. 

The Sapiehas trace back their descent in an 
unbroken line to the fourteenth century, be- 
came Polish princes in 1760, and have now 
their title as such recognized by the Austrian 
and Russian governments.

The Watch and Its Care. 

The watch is a crude instrument for de- 
termining how many more rounds can be 
played. The watch talks with ite hands 
and sometimes it gets ambitious and runs 
a head of the time like a Progressive, but often 
it runs behind like the cashier of a private 
bank. A good evening's entertainment can 
be had by comparing watches and ther call 
ing up central to find out what time it is.

Owing 
to the increasing popularity of the Dollar 
Watch this profession has suffered severely. 
But, strange to say, overcrowding helps it.

The word watch is used in many popu- 
lar combinations, such as Watchusay?”™

are known as watchwords. It igs also used 
frequently in nautical matters. Every lake 
boat has its dog watch, while our lake front 
hed its watch dog. 

A watch guard is something that protects 
one's watch, usually a grated show window 
with three balls overit. The kind man who 
runs this isle of safety always does so for 
the benefit of his nephews, and is apt to need 
more watching than watches. Of course 
there are many kinds of watches. Mine is 
one of the most expensive varieties, a stop 
watch, and every time it stops it costs $2.75 
for repairs. 

This naturally leads us to the care of the 
watch, and most of them haven’t a care in 
the world.

VACANT LAND IN THE UNITED 

, : STATES. 

Chicago, Dec. 20.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I was greatly impressed by the 
communication from Mr. Cooling, in which 
he takes Prof. Hopkins sharply to task 
for saying that practically all of the tiil- 
able land in the United States is now 
under cultivation. He himself makes the 
statement that for every acre of good land 
now. under, cultivation, there are two other 
acres just as good that are not used at all, 
and that this land—in some manner— is being 
withheld from use. He should not be too 
hard on the professor, for others than mere 
soll experts have the same belief as Dr. 
Hopkins. 

The 1911 year book of the United States 
department of agriculture, page 479, says: 
„Nor can it be to strongly emphasized 
that the arable public lands of the country 
sufficiently watered for farming are prac- 
tically exhausted. National growth must 
be kept up if at all by intensive methods.”’ 

Mr. Coollng's communication plainly shows 
the folly of the misdirected efforts of Prof, 
Hopkins and others, who with a zeal worthy 
of a better cause are vainly striving to 
strengthen the weakening soil of the central 
states, when twice as much land, just as 
good, is lying idle right around the corner 
in plain view of Mr. Cooling, but hidden 
from misguided soll experts, and from those 
seeking to acquire farms. 

And who and what are the ogres prevent- 
ing the utilization of all this fertile territory? 
And how is it that they have so long es- 
caped public notice and censure?

‘Reviving the ever-revivable “Pinafore” in 
lusty and zealous fashion this week at the Gar- 
rick, Mr. Hopper and his able associates give to 
the community additional reason for happiness 
in their coming to Chicago.

Mme. de Hegemann-Lindencrone’s memoirs, 
which have been appearing in Harper's this 
year, have now been published in book form 
under the title, “IN THE COURTS OF MEM- 
ORY.” The letters for the most part were 
written when the author was living in Paris 
as the wife of Charles Moulton, a well known 
American banker. She was a distinguished 
and beloved guest at the court of the last 
Napoleon and her circle of friends included 
the most brilliant minds of Europe. The let- 
ters are the most charming that have ap- 
peared in years. For beside the wealth of 
description of the life, the royalty, the noted 
figures in the world of music, quite aside from 
these details, it is the style, the air of these 
letters that is so fascinating and entertaining.

Although the volume will, perhaps, find its 
chief interest among southern readers, it draws 
in its desultory chapters a vivid picture of old 
time social life in New Orleans and the south, 
and for this reason it has value and charm.

“Think of an educated, intellectual woman 
who would enjoy a good bock or a little trip 
to the art gallery or some point of interest 
being obliged to use the few precious spare mo- 
ments she can snatch from the incessant grind 
of housework, sewing, etc., to the study of how 
she can best nourish her family, her children, 
whom she is trying to raise as God-fearing, 
honorable men and women. Doesn't the state 
owe her a debt of gratitude and would it not 
show us up as a mofe civilized people to make 
the physical struggle a little easier? It can 
be done through right legislation, and it must 
be done, or this republic will decline as surely 
as the old Roman empire. 

“This state of affairs has fiot been brought 
about by an inadequate supply of anything 
except perhaps meat, for we have had no crop 
failures for years. No, it is all due to the 
insatiable greed for men who are not content 
with a fair profit, but must needs squeeze to 
the last drop struggling humanity. I think if 
the men who keep the price of butter and eggs, 
also other commodities, up could read the let- 
ter you published a few nights ago from a 
woman who has just $70 to clothe, feed, house, 
and dress six children besides herself and hus- 
band, they would certainly feel a twinge of con- 
acience. In this letter the writer goes on to 
tell that in order to economize and keep the 
wolf from the door she has banished both but- 
ter and eggs, neither having been bought for 
months. The very food that growing children 
need. In the face of this terrific struggle she 
is sending two children through high school, 
besides keeping three others in the graded 
schools. Blessed are such women and mothers 
and may they live to see the dawn of better 
days in this land of abundance and plenty.

Wars Caused by Trifles. 


Many times it has happened that a great and 
costly war has been brought about by an inct- 
dent trivial and even ridiculous. Thus the war 
of the Spanish succession is said to have been 
caused through a glass of water. A lady. Mrs. 
Masham, was carrying a glass of water, when 
rey was obstructed by the Marquess de Torey. 

A slight scuffie ensued, and the water was spilt. 
The marquess thereat took offense and bad f 
ing ensued between the English and French 
courts, with the ultimate result that a war was 
declared. 

As absurd in its origin was the war that took 
place during the commonwealth of Modena. A 
soldier stole a bucket from a public well be- 
longing to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed 30 centa, its 
annexation was the signal for a flerce and pro- 
longed war. Henry, the king of Sardinia, as- 
sisted the Modenese to retain the bucket, and in 
one of the subsequent battles he was made a 
prisoner. Phe bucket is still exhibited in the 
tower of the Cathedral of Modena. 

A third instance of a war resulting from «a 
trifling cause was that between Louis VII. of 
France and Henry II. of England. The arch- 
bishop of Rouen decreed that no one should 
wear long hair upon their heads or chins. Louis 
submitted to the decree, whereupon his wife, 
Eleanor, railed him upon his appearance. A 
quarrel ensued, which resulted in the dissolu- 
tion of the marriage and Eleanor’s mariage with 
Henry. By this marriage the broad domains in 
Normandy, formerly belonging to Louis, passed 
into the possession of Henry. Louts, hotly in- 
censed, made an attack on Normandy and hence- 
forth for nearly 300 years arose those devastat- 
ing wars which cost France upwards of 3,000,000 
of lives.

The meat shops with their fronts entirely 
open to the street are many of them closed 
at night with an iron grating, for ice is a rare 
commodity here and the cool air is needed to 
preserve the meat. The keepers of these shops 
do not sell beef bones and scraps, but make 
them into a bouillon, which they sell hot at 
11 o'clock each day. 

It is really wonderful to one unaccustomed 
to such things to find how many things one 
can buy on the streets all fresh and hot. On 
many a street, outside a shop door, potatoes 
are fried in deep fat and drained in a screened 
drainer over the hot fat. Elsewhere there are 
great boilers of potatoes steamed, done in 
their jackets, The French call these potatoes 
“in chemises,” but they use this word chemise 
to mean many sorts of things, Including the 
manuscript case in which the thousands of 
students and professors of Paris carry their 
books and papers. 

“chemises” are called family“ potatoes also. 

It is pleasant on a chilly evening to smell 
the baked potatoes roasting in a peculiar 
closed out-of-door oven on the sidewalk. The 
fire in these ovens, at first, heats pecullarly 
shaped bricks, which retain enough heat for 
finishing * baking.

The criminologists up to the present have 
had little to say in the public press apropos 
of the engrossing subject of legislation for 
vocational education. It may not have oc- 
FCurred to the pteblic that they should be 
particularly interested at all, but they are. 
The Illinois society of the American In- 
stitute of Criminal Law and Criminology 
has a committee at work upon the subject. 
They have not, however, strange though it 
may seem, drafted a bill to wear their 
label—not yet. 
Through the instrumentality of this agency 
nevertheless they have held several con- 
ferences, the first of which, on Nov. 2, was 
called dy Col Nathan William MacChesney, 
«former president of the American Institute 
er Criminal Law and Criminology. To these 

conferences were invited representatives of 
* all organizations that have shown them- 
. ~ selves interested in one or another of the 
* legislative proposals that are before us. 


For Discussion of Principles. 
The purpose of these conferences has been 
ee discuss principles and to find out those 

~s principles upon which all can agree as a 

* preparatory step toward framing a bill that 
= will meet with general approval. Obviously 
7 enough, here as elsewhere, in union there is 
“strength. . 
ae The extent to which the various supporters 

of the vocational education idea can elimi- 
nate differences among themselves will be to 
n large extent the measure of their power 
">: before the state legislature, and rightly so. 
Unfortunately not all companies in the 

camp have shown a willingness to enter into a 

face to face conference—whatever the reason. 

Everybody must realize by this time that not 
every bill already proposed can hope for the 

support of the teachers of the state: not 

every one can claim the ald of the agricul- 
tural interests. But any bill that is to be- 
come law must have the assistance of one or 
the other, perhaps both, of these. If this is 
true, the sooner all can get into the méiting 
pot the better. So much for that. 


Noncommittal on Separate System. 
The Society of Criminal Law and Crimin- 
ology in this state has not committed itself 
either for or against the plan for a separate 
system of vocational schools. Each member 
may have his personal opinion, but no point 
et view has been indorsed. The public dis- 
cussions thereof would not have arrested the 
. @ttention of the membership of this organiza- 
tion more that of the citizen who is unat- 
tached to an organizetion for social tmprove- 
ment were it not that they are eagerly seek- 
ing every aid to their high endeavor to bring 
about a diminution of the sum total of crime.

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OPPONENTS OF CONSERVATION 
TO FIGHT FISHER’S POLICY. 


Will Demand Turning Resources of the 
Public Domain Over to Control * 
Individual States. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28. [Special. 
All the forces that oppose the Roosevelt 
conservation policy and the present adminis- 
tration of the public domain by Secretary 
of the Interior Fisher are rallying for a 
supreme effort to gain their ends under the 
incoming Democratic administration. 

With state rights” as their slogan, the 
anti-congervationists will seek to have all the 
natura] resources now owned by the national 
government turned over to the individual 
states for disposition according to local 
policy. 

The Western Development league, backed 
by the lumber and mining interests in the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific coast states, 
will open headquarters here next month 
and by March 4 the campaign will be in full 
blast. 

The anti-conservationists want all the 
public lands oontaining resources thrown 
open to settlement. They would have the 
millions of acres of valuable opal and me- 
talliferous deposits and timbet tracts re- 
stored to entry, from which they were with- 
drawn by Presldent Roosevelt and Taft. 

Failing in inducing the national govern- 
ment to open the public domain on this prin- 
cotple, Khey will endeavor to obtaimegislation 
granting to the several states the natural 
resources on public lands within their boun- 
daries. They contend that the benefit of the 
development should accrue to the citizens 
of the individual states in which the public 
domain constitutes so large à part. 

The strict conservationists contend that 
congress can provide for immediate develop- 
ment of the natural resources on the leasing 
plan whereby any private interest could make 
a reasonable profit without depriving the 
people of adequate compensation.

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CORPORATION TAX 
UP TO HIGH COURT 


Federal Law Contested by 


Railroad. Company Which 
Has Leased Its Lines. 


DENIES RIGHT TO ASSESS. 


Contends It Is Doing No Business 
on Which Statute Author- 
izes Collection, 


Washington, D. O., Dec. 2%3.—The right of 
the federal government to collect hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in taxes from thou- 
sands of corporations which have leased their 
property, will be argued in the United States 
Supreme court on Jan. 6. 

The case is that of the Minehili and Schuyl- 
ki Haven railroad company, which sued the 
collector of internal revenue at Philadelphia 
for $5,000 collected under the corporation tax 
law. This $4,000,000 corporation, by author- 
ity of the legislature of Pennsylvania, leased 


its property to the Philadelphia and Reading 


railway company at $252,000 a year. 


The Supreme court has held that the cor- 


poration tax is imposed upon the doing 
of corporate business and the point involved 
ig whether corporations which have leased 
their property really are doing business.“ 


Taxes Paid as Corporation. 

In à brief filed with the Supreme court, 
Solicitor General Bullitt says: 

“That the shareholders of the Minehill 
company are enjoying the advantages of 
corporate business—and if they are enjoying 
any advantages thereby, that constitutes a 
doing of business within the meaning of the 
statute-—is found when we consider that al- 
though the Reading company pays all the 
taxes on the property leased and on the busi- 
mess done over the road, yet the Minehill 
company is paying about $25,000 to $30,000 
yearly u taxes for the privilege of maind 
taining ite corporate exisience. 

It a lot of shareholders are willing to pay 
$25,000 a year in taxes rather than surrender 
their corporate franchise, we may well con- 
clude that the corporation must be dbing 
something, or else they would quickly dis- 
solve it, and save that large sum in taxes.” 


Contention of the Defense, 

Counsel for the railroad company deny the 
contentions of the government and maintain 
that the company is substantially a land- 
lord, recetvwing income from property and not 
from business and the corporation act taxes 
only the latter To apply the act to the corpe- 
ration, it is argued, would be to make the 
tax an income tax—a direct tax, which must 
be apportioned among the states according 
to representations. 

“ Congress knew, continues the brief for 
the company, “ that it could not impose a tax 
upon property, and that the tax act would be 
sustained as constitutional, if at all, only if 
it imposed an excise tax with the respect 
to the doing of business. 

The government lost the case in the lower 
courts.
